affirmation of territorial integrity. The open letter seems to have been 
picked up and expanded by the Associated Press office in Rome.

CARE packages eacTTmonth, through a cut-out, to the Pine Team, presently 
located in Prisren, Yugoslavia, for the winter. 




A resume of the proposed Valuable operations program for 
195? has been received and corresponds with the general policy laid 
down at the October Rome meeting. However, clarification has been 
requested from the field in regard to a British statement that they 
were j>roc eading wi^h their operations on a unilateral basis. The 
likelihood exists that British support of the BK at the expense of the 
NCFA may have serious consequences for future FIENB/Valuable relations.
